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Maternity  Beds.  AiTaugements  were  in  force  during  the  Acar 
with  the  Burton-on-Tront  Nursing  Institution,  Union  Street,  for 
tlie  provision  of  two  beds  for  maternity  cases,  where  the  circumstances 
were  such  that  it  was  very  difficult  for  a eonfincment  to  be  carried 
out  at  home.  Twenty-two  patients  were  admitted  during  the  3’^ear. 

Fvofification  of  Births  and  Health  Visiting.  'I’he  number  of 
births  notified  under  the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  was  034  (in- 
cluding 32  still  births).  The  number  registered  was  002. 

According  to  the  above  figures  the  proportion  of  live  births 
notified  is  100  per  cent,  but  the  above  figures  ari'  not  strictly 
comparable  as  there  may  be  some  dela^'  in  the  registration  of  the 
births.  As  a matter  of  fact  there  were  17  births  rcjjorted  by  the 
Registrar  which  had  not  previously  been  notified  under  the  Notifi- 
cation of  Births  Act. 

'rhirt3^-Beven  births  which  occurred  in  Burton  liaAC  been  trans- 
ferred to  other  districts  bv  the  Registrar-General,  and  twcut3’  from 
outside  the  Borough  have  been  added,  making  the  nett  number  of 
births  for  the  3'ear  S80.

Registration  of  fdaternity  Homes.  'I'ho  three  homes  registered 
under  the  iMidwives  and  Maternity  Homes  A(d,  lfl2fi.  given  in  last 
year’s  report  remained  on  the  regi.ster.  Xo  action  was  taken  under 
this  Act  during  the  \ear. 

SUPPLY  OF  INSULIN. 

With  the  consent  of  the  -Ministry  of  Health,  it  was  arranged  in 
Fehruary,  lfl2b,  t(t  ))rovifle  a fi’ce  supply  of  Insulin  for  the  treatment 
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of  patioi\t3  snfTcring  from  Diabotos,  wlio  wero  unable  to  otherwise 
procure  this  remedy.  This  has  so  far  been  supplied  for  the  treat- 
ment of  two  patients. 

SAWITARY  CIRGUPflSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Wateir  Supply.  The  South  Stalfordshire  W'ateiworks  Company 
are  responsible  for  the  public  M ater  supply  of  the  Borough.  The 
supply  is  on  the  constant  system,  and  is  sullicient  in  fpzantit}'  and 
of  good  cpiality.  The  water  is  a hard  one,  and  has  no  plumbo- 
solvent  action. 

A number  of  houses  (about  1S4)  are  still  supjilied  by  shallow 
wells,  the  remainder  having  the  public  supply. 

Samples  of  the  public  water  supply  were  submitted  for  analysis 
both  chcmic.al  and  bacteriological  on  four  occasions,  and  were 
found  to  be  of  good  cpiality. 

In  addition  75  samples  taken  by  the  Sanitary  fnsjjectors  were 
unaly.sed  from  shallow  wells  ; of  thc.se  bl  were  found  to  be  unfit  for 
domestic  u.se,  and  14  were  passed. 

Closet  Accommodation.  During  the  year  24  ])iivies  and  2S6 
])ail  clo.sets  were  con^•erted  to  the  water  cairiage  system,  and  6 
additional  closets  were  provided  so  as  to  give  separate  closet 
accommodation  to  each  house. 

'riie  work  of  thi^  conversion  of  closets  to  tlie  water  carriage 
system  was  licgun  in  the  year  1901,  and  since  (hat  time  2,072  privy 
middens  and  4,724  pail  closets  have  been  converted,  while  531 
additional  water  closets  have  been  provided,  a total  of  7,327. 

'i'he  closets  remaining  to  be  converted  numbi-r  1,S37  pail  closets 
and  about  70  jnivy  middens,  but  a few  of  the  latter  are  not  in  use. 

An  attempt  was  .made  during  tlie  yi‘ar  to  clear  the  Winshill 
district  of  jaivy  middens  and  [lail  eloseks.  .Some  success  attended 
this  attem])t,  but  at  the  end  of  the  vear  in  tlie  higher  parts  of 
Winshill  there  still  remained  about  20  closets  not  eonverted.

'riic  number  of  nuisan(;cs  abat<‘d  during  tlie  year  was  2,101  and 
the  numljcr  of  visits  (2fJ,071)  is  larger  than  that  in  any  |)revious 
3’ear  i)i  the  Public  Health  History  of  tlie  Poroiigh. 

It  i>  again  necessary  to  i-efer  to  the  didieulty  we  experience  in 
ge.ttiiig  rc'inedial  'v\-ork  put  in  hand  ; in  s(jiue  cases  a eojisiderable 
time  elapses  after  an  order  lias  been  gi\cu  to  the  builder  before 
the  work  is  completed. 

Proceedings  we-jo  instituted  under  th<“  Public  prealth  Acts  for 
failure  to  comply  with  the  refjuirements  of  a notice,  and  at  the 
heariii",  a lim-  and  costs  amounting  to  r7  [Os.  ()d.  were  imnosed. 
In  several  instances  proe.(a-dings  wm-c  a\ithorised  by  the  Com- 
mittee!, but  after  letters  had  been  sent  by  the  '('own  Clerk,  the 
necessary  work  was  put  in  hand  and  eom])let(d  v ithoiit  a summons 
being  issued.

noted,  ehiolly  in  the  directions  of  precautions  not  being  taken  to 
])i'event  e(mtamination  of  nu'al  bv  dii't.  and  in  every  ease  notices 
were  giv('n  to  the  persons  re.si)onsible. 

Shops  Acts,  1912  to  1820.  The  administration  of  these  Acts 
continues  to  receive  attentioir,  1, 775  visits  having  been  made  during 
the  year  J!»27.  Closing  Orders  are  in  force  regulating  the  hours 
of  closing  for  the  folhtwing  trades,  vi/.,  Ijoot  dealer.s.  hairdressers 
and  barbers,  w atehmakers  and  jewellers,  and  buteliers  and  pork- 
butebers. 

For  the  most  part  tlie  Ordo's  are  eumirlicd  v ilh,  but  hi  the  case 
of  the  Butchers'  Closing  Ordi'r,  the  hour  fixed  for  closing,  7 p.m. 
on  every  night  except  the  early  closing  day,  is  found  to  ho  somew  hat 
early  for  Friday  and  iSatuialax  nights  and  there  is  a feeding  aminigst 
ceudain  f)f  the  Butchers  that  the  Order  might  he  altered. 

A meeting  of  Butchers  has  been  hedd  whieli  T att^  niled.  but 
ehdinite  action  was  deferred  ix  udimr  the  issue  of  the  rc'jutrt  of  the 
Departmental  Committee  on  the  ('losing  of  S!iop.-<  wdiiili  was 
ajipointed  by  the  Home  Sc'cn  tary  in  .Mandi,  1927. 

The  l!e])nrt  of  tlv  Committee  has  now  (.Maixdi.  I!)2S)  licen  issued, 
but  their  reeommendat iotis  have  not  so  far  Inam  embodied  iu  an 
Act  of  Parliament  and  no  further  aetioii  has  Ix'eii  take  u. 

Complaints  are  also  recedved  from  time  to  time  of  smaller  shops 
being  ke)it  o])en  after  the  hour  fixed  for  closing,  but  there  has  be<m 
no  ease  discovered  w hit  h neei-ssitated  a rejiort  t<j  the  Health 
Committee  fur  proeee(ling.s. 
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Smoke  Abatement.  An  imporlant  Act.  tli(i  l’ul)lic.  Ilciillli 
(Sinokr  AhaU'iiU'iit)  Act,  1020,  was  passed  and  cainc  into  operation 
on  fill'  I st  duly,  .1  027. 

'Chis  is  a most  imj)iirtant  Act  and  is  intended  to  be  u.sed  for  the 
pnrpo.si'  of  improving  the  atmosphere  of  our  towns. 

The  expression  “smoke  ” now  includes  soot,  ash,  grit  and  gritty 
particles,  and  the  law  is  strengthened  in  certain  res])ect.s  to  enalile. 
action  to  be  tak('n  w ith  a view  to  bringing  about  an  impioveiiKmt 
regarding  smok(>  nui.sanees. 

During  the  year  it  was  not  found  ])ossil)l(i  to  devote  much  time 
to  this  i)artieidar  work,  only  .77  observations  Ijeing  taken,  init 
several  interviews  took  place  with  the  Ihigineers  of  various  linns, 
and  in  the  ease  of  one  of  the  largest  brewing  linns,  as  the  result 
of  these  interviews,  arrangements  have  been  made  for  lixing  auto- 
matic stokers  of  the  iK'west  type  to  prevent  the  emission  of  dense 
black  .smoke,  .and  at  the  time  of  writing  this  re])ort  Ihri'c  boilers 
have  been  provichal  with  such  apparatus  and  lliere  is  now  no 
nuisance  to  Ik*  obseiwed  from  the  chimney  into  which  the  smok(' 
from  these,  boibas  di.seharges.  ft  is  intended  to  continue  to  instal 
such  [)lant  on  the  I'emaining  boilers,  and  ex])eriments  a7'e  being 
tri(‘d  to  .see  if  such  arc  a])])]icable  to  co])per  furnaces,  which  will 
bring  about  a tremendous  diminution  in  the  emission  of  smoke 
discharged  into  the  atmosjdiere. 

In  addition  .wveral  interviews  took  place  \\ith  the  -Manager 
and  Engineer  f)f  a Factory  in  the  western  part  of  the  town  aiul,  as  a 
result,  the  existing  chimney  was  di.scardcfl  and  a new  steel  stack, 
0-3  feet  high,  w ;is  erected,  which  has  considerably  inei'cascal  the 
elliciency  of  the  stiaim  ])lant  and  practically  aholished  tlic  nuisance. 

Milk  Supply.  During  the  year  77  samples  of  milk  wcie  taken 
to  b(“  tested  for  dirt  and  S letters  were  sent  to  fainners  wlutsc! 
samjtles  were  found  to  bi^  dirty,  and  it  is  jjleasing  to  record  that  .i 
great  im))rovement  h.as  been  brought  about- in  con.s(‘fpience. 
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Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act,  1919.  Tlio  acljninistration  of 
tliis  Act  continues  to  receive  attejition,  many  applications  for 
advice  or  assistance  liaving  been  received  during  the  past  year. 
101  additional  ])reinises  were  dealt  with  b}-  this  Department,  hut 
ill  the  ease  of  IS  houses  in  one  of  the  residential  parts  of  the  town, 
the  services  of  a professienai  ratcatcher  were  utilised  and  the 
occupiers  of  the  said  houses  paid  for  tlu'  work  carried  out. 

During  National  Rat  ^Veek,  .’list  Detober  to  -itli  Xovember, 
special  attention  was  devoted  to  the  work,  over  -t,000  poison  baits 
being  laid  in  the  sewers  in  variou.s  districts,  at  the  Corporation 
Klcctricity  Station,  the  Outivoods  Sanatorium,  and  at  a large  tip 
where  refuse  from  the  ma,rket  is  depositcfl. 

Jn  addition,  attention  has  la-en  jiaid  to  the  Electricity  Sub- 
Stations  in  various  parts  of  the  town,  it  having  beem  found  that 
owing  to  faulty  connections  to  houses  where  electricity  has  been 
laid  on,  rats  gained  access  thereto,  and  the  Electricity  Engineer 
gave  promjit  attention  to  the  important  work  of  ratprooting  and 
jirotecting  the  cables  at  these  Sub-Stations. 

The  total  number  of  visits  paid  during  the  yiuir  re  rat  destruction 
was  1,10S,  about  10,000  ])oison  baits  having  been  laid,  and  we 
have  direct  evidence  of  nearly  1,100  rats  having  been  destroyed, 
whilst  5 letters  and  1 statutory  notice  wen:  .served  requiring  work 
to  be  carried  out  in  the  direction  of  rat  e.xtermination. 

Ice  Cream,  'rh.e  premises  used  for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
ice  cream  were  regularly  inspecteil  during  the  summer  months, 
!t3  inspections  having  liccm  made. 

Common  bodging  Houses.  'I’Ik'  numbiu'  of  (’ommou  Lodging 
Iffuises  on  the  register  is  time,  the  lodging  house  situated  at 
1 . 2,  3 and  4,  Fleet  L’assage,  lieing  closed  on  the  31st  December,  l!t27. 

For  the  past  lew  years  the  defects  existing  at  this  lodging  house 
have  rendered  it  almost  imjicssible  to  maintain  even  a moderate 
standard  of  cleanliness  and  sanitation,  and  the  premises  have  been 
dealt  with  undn  vhe  Housing  .Act,  lti2r).  and  a Closing  Order  has 
be.cn  made. 
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'riicn'  is  acciiimiKulatioii  fur  134  adults  and  7 cliildi'cn  at  l.lic  3 
lodgin"  houses  no\v  on  the  register.  234-  inspeetions  were  inad(! 
and  ()7  eonlraventions  of  a minor  character  were  discovered  and 
dealt  with  durincr  the,  vear. 

Van  Dv/Cl!ingS.  Constant  visits  liave  been  inad('  to  this 
typ(‘  of  dwelling  throughout  the  year,  92  inspections  having  been 
made.  In  1h(‘  absence  of  Bye-laws  regulating  sanu-,  all  that  e.an 
be  doin'  is  to  see  that  no  nuisance  arises  in  the  vicinity  of  the  van 
dwellings. 

■Minor  nuisances  liave  been  found  from  time  to  time,  all  of  which 
hav('  b('('n  l•eu)e(li.ed  on  notices  being  given  to  the  occujiiers.

Sanitary  Accommodation  in  Music  Halls,  &c.  There  has  been 
no  occasion  for  any  action  during  the  year  with  reference  to  the 
above,  inspections  having  been  made  throughout  the  year,  and  in 
one  or  two  instances  minor  defects  have  been  jxiinted  out  to  the 
managers  of  the  premises,  the  nuisances  being  abated  without  any 
furtlier  action  being  taken. 

Storage  of  Petroleum  Spirit,  &C.  The  premises  licensed  for  the 
storage,  of  iietroleum  .spirit  and  carbide  of  calcium  have  ;dl  been 
inspected  throughout  the  year. 

The  numbm-  of  jwcmiscs  licensed  is  increasing  every  year,  new 
ai^plications  for  licences  being  received  nearly  every  month,  and 
the  work  of  inspection  of  these  premises  is  also  correspondingly 
increasing. 
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'rh(!  total  nuinlxT  of  Jicona^s  issued  during  the  .year  was  105, 
and  782  visits  w('ro  paid  to  these  ])reini.ses. 

Rent  and  l\"oi'tgage  Jnterest  Restriclicns  Acts,  1920  and  1923. 

During  the  year  one  ap])lication  for  a certificate  was  received,  but 
same  -wius  not  grantc'd.  the  work  being  completed  following  a letter 
to  the  owner. 

In  the  case  of  the  foui'  outstanding  cases  referred  to  in  the  Report 
for  102f),  in  one  of  the  cases  an  arrangement  was  come  to  between 
the  landlord  and  tenant  and  proper  rent  is  now  being  paid,  whilst 
in  the  other  three  eases  redueerl  rent  was  still  being  ])aid  at  the,  eitd 
of  the  year. 

Diseases  of  Animals  Acts. 

[a)  Swine  Fevek. 

During  the  past  year  two  outbreaks  of  Swine  Fever  were  con- 
tinued in  the  Borough,  but  the  infected  pigs  were  obtained  from 
South  Derbyshire. 

The  necessarv  cleansing  and  disinfection  were  carried  out  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Jjispectors  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries. 

During  the  vear  also,  all  the  cattle  sales  were  attended  for  the 
purpose  of  granting  moveanent  licences  and  also  to  supervise  the 
disinfection  of  vehicles  u.m d ffjr  the  cenveyanee  of  swine  from  the 
markets. 

(5)  Foot  .ano  ilouin  Dise.s.se. 

During  the  .\  ('ar  Burb)n  was  placed  in  an  Infected  .Area  on  three 
occasions,  when  the  Saleyard  was  (tlosed  except  for  the  Sale  of  fat 
stock,  d'he  gr.inting  of  the  necesaaiw’  movement  licences  dining 
lhc.se  ]jcriods  placed  additional  duties  on  the  staff,  not  only  during 
the  week,  but  also  during  wei-k  f uds. 

(c)  The  Transit  oe  Ammai,s  Order  oe  1027. 

'J'his  Order  was.  pas.sed  and  came  into  force  during  the  year,  and 
this  Order  ])rovidi'.s  for  jirotection  of  animals  during  tran.-^it  by 
water  and  by  rail,  also  the  cleansing  and  disinfection  of  trucks,  &e..

The  condition  of  the  milk  sup])ly  during  1027  was 
very  unsatisfactory,  in  .so  far  as  infection  witli  Tuberculosis  is 
eouecrnei.l.  ft  will  be  seen  l;elow  that  no  less  tlian  17-8  per  cent  of 
the  sam])les  sent  for  test  were  reported  to  be  ttiberculous. 

'Phis  shows  the  great  necessity  for  a better  standard  of  milk 
ytroduotion. 

It  also  appe-ars  to  l)e  very  doubtful  whether  cow-keepers  and 
farmers  aie  all  C'arrying  out  their  duties  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Dialer  of  l!)2.'i,  in  notifying  animals  with  diseased  udders,  tw 
sulTering  from  Tuberculous  emaciation.

SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS. 

Report  on  Work  as  Public  Analyst  for  the  year  1927, 

During  the  year  1927,  90  samples  were  submitted  for  analysis 
under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  this  total  bedng  constituted 
as  follows  ; — Milk  38,  Butter  20,  Cream  4,  Preseiwed  Cream  3. 
Cheese  6,  Bread  1,  Siionge  Cake  3,  Coffees  7,  Pepper  2,  Vinegar  I I. 
and  Jam  4. 

Seven  .samples  (o  of  milk  and  2 of  vinegar)  wa-re  returned  as 
adulterated  which  shows  a perexmtage  of  adultei'ation  of  7 (17. 

The  average  composition  of  milk  was  : — fat  3-fil  per  cent., 
solids-not-fat  8-83  per  cent.  The  average.s  for  the  .separate  rpia i ters 
w'ere  as  follows  : — 

1st  Quarter — 3-39%  fat  and  8-84%  .solids-not-fat. 

2nd  Quarter — 3-39%  fat  and  8-76%  .sclids-not-fat. 

3rd  Quarter — 4-03%  fat  and  8-84%  solids-not-fat. 

4th  Quarter — 3.81%  fat  and  8-91%  solids-not-fat. 

Milk  was  therefore  satisfactory  in  every  (]uarter  including  (he 
third,  or  very  wet,  one.  There  was  no  case  of  addition  of  water  to 
milk  during  the  3’ear,  but  five  samples  showed  delieieneies  in  fat  to 
the.  exUmts  of  2,  9.  11,7  and  7 per  cent,  respectively. 
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cf)iiti)incfl  on  an  average  14 -71  per  cent  of  water.  Five 
samples  eontained  boric  acid  in  an  average  amount  of  0-1S4  per  cent 
and  tliese  averaged  14-32  per  cent  of  wat-'r.  The  fifteen  samples 
free  from  preservatives  averaged  14-84  per  cent  of  water.  Salt  in 
butter  varied  from  0-2  to  2d  per  cent  with  an  average  of  1 -12  per 
cent. 

.\  .sample  of  brown  brea'l  which  was  said  to  taste  rather  bitter 
showed  no  bitter  eheniieal  snb.stance  but,  as  it  had  been  made  from 
llour  infested  to  a slight  degree  with  “ .smut,”  it  is  probable  that 
chemical  change  in  the  bran,  produced  by  fungi,  caused  the  taste. 

The  four  samples  of  jam  were  of  good  qualit\’  with  no  sturting  f)f 
sugar,  the  “ water-soluble  extract  ” averaging  72-3  per  cent.  While 
samjdcs  of  greengage,  black  currant,  and  ain'icot  jams  were  free 
frrnn  added  colouring  mattei’.  one  of  red  plum  contained  an  added  dye 
belonging  to  the  class  of  coal-tar  dyes  used  for  red  ink.  This  dye 
is  frcquciut  in  jams  made  from  cither  red  plum,  strawberry,  or 
rasi)berry,  i.e.,  fruits  that  are  red  but  give  brown  jams.

Five,  samjjles  of  (-heesc  were  made  from  whole  milk,  butone,  w Inch 
(;ontained  31  1 per  cent  of  watc^r  aiid  17 -Of)  per  cent  of  fat,  had 
been  made  from  partl^’-skimmed  milk.  Such  an  article,  though  less 
valuable  than  w hole-milk  cheese  has  its  patrons  and,  unle.ss  it  claims 
(directly'  or  indireclly)  to  be  made,  from  whole  milk  is  not  to  be 
adver.s't!!}-  rejjoi-ted  upon.  It  is  usually  of  foreign  origin. 

.\  samjjle  of  \ inegar  contained  2-32  per  cent  of  acetic  acid 
instciul  of  at  least  1 |K  r cent.  Nine  days  laUr.  a sample  from  the 
same  source  showc-d  only  1 -.lO  ]jer  cent  of  ae<'tic  acid.  The  defi- 
eicneies  were  a(1rilmt('d  to  slow  sale,  extending  over  five  months, 
from  a cask.  .Another  barrel  which  left  the  brewery  at  the  same 
time  contained  4-12  per  cent  of  acetic  acid  ; the  excess  over  4 per 
cent  would  ha.\'e  been  adequate  in  most  jdaees  to  allow  sale  in 
portions  of  the  vinegar  to  finish  before  gradual  loss  biought  the 
acetic  acid  b-  low  4 ])er  cent,  e.specially  if  the  cask  was  kept  closed  - 
in  the  interva.ls  between  sales.  Tn  other  samples  of  vinegar  acetic 
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niiid  ranged  from  1-02  to  d-GO  per  e('nt'  with  au  avei'age  of  \ \M 
jH'r  (U'lit.  Two  of  tliesc  were  arlilicaal,  made  I)y  the  addition  of 
earaniel  to  dilute  acetie  acid. 


'I'wo  sainiples  of  tinned  cream  (foreign  makes)  contaiiK'd  2.‘J-2  and 
20  o |)er  cent  of  fat  respectively,  wliilc  h’nglisli  cream  eoiitained 
on  an  average'  4!)-7  per  cent  of  milk-fat.

'I'D  l']IE  LOCAL  EDUCATION  AUTHORITY. 
BURTON-UPON-^J' R EXT. 

I l)cg  to  submit  lieivwitli  the  Annual  Repoil  of  th(^  work  of  the 
School  jMedical  Service  of  the  Borough  during  1027,  wliioh  (“in  bodies 
firstly,  a consideration  of  the  lindings  of  im-dieal  imspeetion,  and 
secondly,  details  the  application  of  treatment  in  various  defects. 

Pr(‘vions  reports  ha\e  desiwibcd  the  administrative  mechanism 
of  the  .service,  and  it  would  bo  0])j)ortune  to  devote  the  attention 
lar-jclv  to  the  analy.sis  of  the  work  doni*.  and  the  conditions  revealed. 

O • • 

On  the  whole,  the  findings  would  .seem  to  indicate  tliat  the  .school 
po]julation  of  the  Borough  com])arc.s  very  favourably  in'  health 
and  physical  eilieierufy  with  the  school  population  of  tlu“  country 
generally.  This  could  be  v.xplaincd  in  man\  ways  but,  undoubtedly, 
the.  chief  factors  w hich  are  cimecrncd  are  the  relati\ ely  good  housing 
conditions  of  the  people,  and  the  intenst  ami  efiicienev  of  thv 
majority  of  the  jiarents  in  matters  alTeeting  the  health  of  the  young. 

It  must  be  noted  that  there  still  occurs  a larg(“  amount  of  pre- 
\i“ntable  illne.ss  and  defects.  'Phis  will  undoubtedly  continiK'  until 
such  time  a.s  the  cloud  of  ignorance  of  the  (-lements  of  hygiene  is 
dis]jelled  bv  the  ever  increasing  jiropaganda  of  the  nmnieijial 
h'-allh  centres.  ,ind  the  compelling  .f')rei‘  of  pulilic  opinion.  One 
in.'-tanct'  of  an  infection  which  should  be  stamped  out  (dtogetlu  r 
b\-  these  two  factors  mentioiud  is  Impetigo,  a skin  atTeetion  almost 
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onliivly  du'*  to  p.(>gloi‘t  of  ordinary  standards  of  -cloanlincss,  and 
another,  is  the  almost  constant  proscnco  in  a few  families  of  verminous 
conditions  eitlicr  of  head  or  body. 

(1)  Staf?.  The  St  alT  of  the  Scliool  Medical  Service  compri.ses  one 
School  ]\redieal  Olfieer.  one  Assistant  School  .Medical  On’ictu'.  one 
Si'hool  Dimti.'d.  togetlu  r with  throe  Sc^hool  Nur.scs,  of  whom  one  is 
entirely  enpdoyed  in  the  work  of  the  Dental  Department,  while 
the  others  devote  their  whole  time  to  inspection  and  treatment 
t)f  school  children.  In  addition  to  the.so,  there  is  a clerk  employed 
wholly  in  recording  the  work  of  the  service. 

1 havi'  to  rejxtrt  a ehango  of  pcTsonnel  during  the  year.  In  May, 
Dr.  .Mackintosh  resigned  Ids  appointment  on  being  appointed  to  a 
]30st  ebsewhere,  and  he  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  Grant  in  June. 

(2)  Co-ordination.  The  Borough  is  very  favourably  situated  as 
to  the  compac-tness  of  its  Health  Services,  and  the  medical  per.sonne! 
of  the  Public  Health  and  Tuberculo.sis  services  are  also  similarly 
connected  with  the  School  Illedical  Service,  and  thus  arc  in  a 
yjosition  to  direct  the  activities  of  each  branch  so  as  to  avoid 
overlapping,  and  ensure  max'imum  eiliciency.  1’he  health  of  thr* 
children  may  be  said,  therefore,  to  be  guarded  from  the  time  when 
they  are  first  brought  under  the  notice  of  the  Infant  Welfare  Gentre 
until  they  leave  scliool  bv  the  same  medical  stalT. 

In  a similar  maniKW,  the  Tuberculosis  service  co-operates  with  1 he 
School  .Medical  Service  in  ensuring  accurate  recording  of  (k-fects, 
and  in  the  continual  and  thorough  re-inspection  of  the  Tuberculous 
child.  Su.-picious  and  proven  ea.ses  of  active  Tidierculosis  met  w ith 
in  school  are  immediately  referred  to  the  'ruberculosis  Dispi  nsarv 
for  more  intensive  study'  bv  the  'ruberculosis  Officer,  while  the 
definitely  arre.st'ul  and  cpiiesccnt  ea.ses  of  Tuberculosis  attending 
school  are  frequently  rc-inspected  as  to  the  state  of  the  disease  by 
the  School  .Medical  Officer. 
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111  tlic  i)rc\’(ntioii  of  Infectious  Jyiseuses  in  school  chihlren,  and 
in  the  work  of  flic  Children’s  (!are  Comniitlee  with  regard  to  the 
delictate  and  debilitated  child,  the  same  co-operation  exists  with 
(he  minimum  of  ejVort. 

(3)  School  Hygiene.  There  are  I (5  eoniu  il  schools  in  the  Borough, 
divided  into  31  departments,  and  3 non-juovided  schools,  divided 
into  o departments. 

During  1027  no  change  has  taken  place  in  the,  structure  of  the 
school  l)uilflings  so  that  their  condition  remains  essentially  as 
indicated  in  the  .survey  report  of  1025. 

The  lighting  and  heating  systems  continue  to  ;^ive  satisfaction, 
the  latter  being  of  the  low  pressure  hot  water  jiattern.  The 
cloak  rooms  are  hiaited  by  extensions  of  this  system.  Tn  a few  of 
the  infants’  classrooms,  coal  fires  are  ii.sed  as  adjuncts.  Xatural 
ventilation  is  utilised  throughout.  Tn  th(‘  elementary  school 
cla.ssrooms,  the  dual  pattei'n  of  desk  is  u.sed  throughout,  with  the 
(,‘xce]rtion  of  a few  infant  classrooms,  wTiere  tallies  and  chains  or 
fixed  desks  are  fitted.  In  the  Central  schools,  single  locker  desks 
figure  in  the  eipiipment. 

Ihaelicall\-  none  of  the  children  take  (heir  meads  in  school. 

(4)  Piledical  Inspection.  'The  inspection  of  the  health  of  school 
children  was  carried  out  during  the  year  (mtirely  in  erjufonnitv 
with  the  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  there  was 
practically  no  disLurljance  of  the  school  routine. 

Ill  1027  there  were  8,104  children  on  th('  roll,  and  (he  avei’age 
numbei-  in  attendauce  was  7,220 — a \ery  slight  inerea^ie  in  both 
instances  on  the  figuix's  for  the  year  1!I2().  which  w (‘re  S, 08(5  and 
7.1  do  respectively. 

The  analysis  of  the  dilfcrent  age  groups  inspeefed  dining  the 
y(‘ar  show  a reniarkabh'  fall  in  tlu-  number  of"  I'hitraiits  ” inspected, 
a pi'iadiarity  which  is  accounted  for  by  the  great  decrease  of  the 
number  of  births  in  1021  and  1022  compared  with  1020.

(h)  (e)  Minor  Ailments  and  Skin  Diseases.  Under  this  head, 
there  are  grouped  the  common  infectious  diseases  of  the  skin,  and 
seve  ral  other  miscellaneous  and  tenqxjrar}'-  indispositions.  These 
cau.sed  altogether  about  700  exclusions  from  .scliool,  and  more  than 
half  of  these  were  due  to  Tmijcdigo,  the  di.se.a.se  to  which  T ^wevioush' 
i(derr(al. 

'riKU’c  was  a considerable  number  of  vaccinations  of  school 
children,  and  eont.ai-ts  of  Smallpox,  a)id  they  attended  for  the 
dressing  of  their  arms. 

'Phe  number  of  lling-worm  east's  remained  much  the  same  as  last 
3-ear— -althougli  there  was  a slight  decrease  in  the  scalp  affection, 
and  a slight  increase  in  the  skin  varietac 

There  was  a number  of  ea.ses  of  slight  inflammation  of  the  (‘ve. 
and  also  of  thatcomimta  cause  of  deafness — the  aeeunndation  of  wax 
in  the  auditorv  jxissages. 

lloth  (if  thes(^  ailments,  if  neglected,  mav  lead  to  damaged 
effioienyv  and  permanent  defect  in  the  afllietcd  child. 

(c)  Tonsils  and  Adenoids.  During  the  vear  1027.  I:’.7  children 
were  leeommended  to  have  surgical  treatment,  for  disease  of  the 
Ivmphoitl  structures  of  the  nose  and  throat.  This  means  that  the 
defect  oceuricd  in  -t-l  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  eliildren 
examined,  ami  in  abtnit  0 per  cent  of  the  ent^ant.■^.  .\  further 
Id2  were  leferred  for  further  obs('r\-ation. 
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'I'lu'  Sclidol  .Affilical  iScfvicf  may  justly  claim  that  llicir  cxciliitns 
in  this  (lircction  have  prevented  a tremendous  hiirden  of  acute 
illness,  and  permanently  im))aired  health.  The  ]ire.sence  of  adejioids 
in  childliood  is  imdouhtedly  (he  ?nain  contril)ut()i'y  cause  of  per- 
manently defective  lu'aring,  a disorder  serious  enoiigli  in  itself, 
Imt  apt  to  lead  tt)  fatal  com|)lieations,  and  ililfieult  to  heal.  Further, 
much  of  tlu*  prc-ilisposition  to  inferdious  flisca.ses  is  eau.sed  hy 
enlarged  and  unhealthy  tonsils.  'These  latter  also  as  show  n in  the 
latest  reseandi  work  in  Rheumatism,  are  often  the  focus  from  w Inch 
a healthy  .system  is  bomhanh'd  by  the  organisms  believed  to  l)e 
causative  f)f  Rheumatism,  and  its  frequent  complication — heart 
disea.'^f'.  'I'he  latU  r affection  is  responsible  for  about  10  ]>er  (amt 
of  the  total  deaths  in  England  and  Wales. 

{(I)  Tuberculosis.  In  this  ('ounty  Borough,  through  the  co- 
operatirui  of  the  various  health  services,  complete  informa.tion  is 
pas.sed  to  the  School  Health  l)c])artm(mt  of  all  notified  cases  of 
Tuberciilosis  and  the.se  are  insja'cted  w hen  they  commence  to  attend 
schofil  again.  'This  explains  the  large  number  of  cases  of  'Tuber- 
culosis examined  at  special  inspections  which  is  to  be  found  in 
'Table  2. 

A much  more  comi)lcte  know  ledge  of  the  amount  of  'rubei-ciilosis 
in  the  Burtoii  school  ])opulaee  is  to  be  obtained  from  the  following 
tal)le,  which  shows  the  figures  for  active  disea.se,  as  well  as  foi- 
arrested  di.sea.se.  In  the  intcrjiretation  of  this  table  it  is  to  l;c  noted 
that  a ease  must  remain  for  three  successive  years  arre.-ited  ’ 
before  it  is  eonsidereil  '.cured."

In  addition  to  the  continual  review  of  these  notified  cases,  the 
School  .Medical  Ofticer,  wlio  is  also  Tuberculosis  Officer,  exercises 
continuous  supervision  over  the  “ contacts  ’’  of  active  infectious 
riilierciilosis,  and  refers  to  the  Dispensary  any  such  chihlren  who 
develop  susincious  synpitoins.  In  1027.  12(5  contacts  were  so 
examined,  and  9 cases  were  found  with  some  suggestive  .symptoms, 
and  2 cases  of  definite  tuberculosis  were  tli.seovercd. 

(/)  (y)  Vision.  Tn  addition  to  the  fiO  minor  eye  ailments 
('licited  and  considered  under  heading  (6)  (e).  there  were  18  ease.s 
of  inilammatory  afTcctions  of  the  refractive  media  of  the  e^e  referred 
for  treatment.  These  conditions  impair  vision  irreparably  unless 
promptly  and  aderj[uately  treaterl. 

170  cases  of  defective  vision  were  noted  as  requiring  correction 
by  suitable  glasses,  and  of  these,  2G  required  treatment  for  squint. 
At  routine  examinations,  2-d%  of  all  children  wtue  found  to  require 
li-catment  for  errors  of  ndraction,  and  approximately  .3-5%  of  those 
w hose  vision  could  be  tested  by  reading  fi'St  types. 

{!>)  Ear  Disease.  146  children  were  found  to  require  treatment 
for  ear  conditions  causing  deafness,  anti  96  of  these  suffered  from 
the  ‘‘  running  ear  ’’  of  midd'e  ear  disease. 

{1)  Dental  Defects  'I'he  numbm-  of  ea.ses  referred  to  the  School 
Dentist  for  tnaitment  is  incri'ased  this  year  by  the  fact  that 
considerable  attention  was  devoted  to  the  temporary  molar  teeth 
of  th(5  (Uitrant  child.  These  teeth  have  a det«  rmining  influence 
on  the  regularity  of  the  permanent  dentition.  Tliire  were  6.158 
children  insjieeted  by  the  School  ftentist  throughout  the  year, 
:-!.()(')4  (69  per  cent)  of  these  requinal  treatment. 

One  (‘ITeet  of  the  attention  paid  to  the  teeth  is  shown  by  the 
very  satisfactory  state  of  the  teeth  of  the  children  of  the  T/'aver  ” 
groiqi.  M'herc'  rleeay  has  occurred,  it  is  the  ccunmon  experience 
to  liml  that  the  tooth  has  received  attention. 

(j)  Crippling  Defects.  The  following  diseases  were,  found  at 

routine  and  special  ins|)eetions.  .dl  of  which  eoine  under  the  head 
of  crippling  defects,  i.e.,  defects  permanently  d.estroying  the 


cllicionoy  of  IIk'  child  and  inUn-fciinjf  with  noiinal  education. 
'I'hcir  names  were  eut<Teil  on  the  regi.ster  of  Physically  Dchadivt' 
children.

6.  Infectious  Diseases.  The  table  found  on  Page  41,  gives  aji 
analysis  of  the  ima'dence  of  the  infeetions  diseases  i?i  various  se!io(»ls. 

’’J'he  salient  fealiii’e  of  this  is  the  ]ire\'alenee  of  Smallpox  at 
Clirist  Churcli  Seliool  idiiefly  among  the  younger  ehildren.  'Flu^ 
disease  was  first  detected  at  the  beginning  of  June.  Pi'ompt 
precautions  were  ado])ted  by  the  i\r('dic;al  Onic'  r u{  Ih  alth.  w ith  tlu^ 
result  tliat  the  iiieidenee  \\  as  kept  extremely  low.  The  classes 
affected  wer('  ])raelieally  unvacf  inated,  and  this  fleficicno}'  was 
promptly  to  a large  extent  nmiedk'd.  .V  fui'ther  threat  from  the 
same  source-,  hut  in  a elilTei-emt  class,  on  the  last  da.\' of  ( ho  tcian 
preceding  the.  summer  holidays  was  erpially  (Jficiently  warded  off. 
During  the  3 months  following  the  detection  of  the  original  cases, 
the  Head  Master  of  t'hrist  Church  School  renfk-red  invalual)le  aid 
to  the  .staff  by  his  great  care  with  sus]»ects.  The  school  nursing 


staff  workcfl  liaivl  during  this  period,  continually  inspecting  the 
e.hildrcn  for  mild  cases.  All  al^sentccs  A\cre  visited  at  home  and 
their  condition  ascertained. 

'I'hc  School  Medical  Officer  paid  one  visit  to  Stapenhill  Mission 
Room  School  for  the  detection  of  ovcjlooked  cases  of  Diphtheria. 

Xo  schools  were  closcfl  during  the  3-ear  under  Article  57  of  the 
Code,  but  certificates  were  granted  in  the  case  of  seven  .schools  by 
the  School  Medical  Officer  under 'paragraph  (2)  a,  Rule  23,  of 
Schedule  4 of  the  Code.

(/>).  Tonsils  and  Adenoids.  Tiie  treatment  of  this  comjition  is 
carried  out  mainly  at  the  General  rufirmary.  The  Local  .Authority 
incurs  no  e.xjicnditun'  on  this  account.  , 'I'lie  cases  are  referred  to 
tlunr  private  me.dioal  attemdants,  and  thus  are  either  trtaited  by 
operation  at  the  Infirmary,  or.  in  a few  cases,  o[)erated  on  at  home. 

.Assistaiu-e  is  given  l)y  the  ICducation  (.'ommittec  and  by  various 
^'oluntary  .\ssoeiations.  which  ])rovide  Infirmary  tiekefs  for 
ncces'.itous  eases.  1 am  indebted  to  the  staff  of  the  Buiton 
Infirmary  for  supplyitig  a.  record  of  the  cases  treated  by  operation. 
Duriny  llu'  war  1!)27.  140  cliildren  had  this  defect  remcdicfl  bv 
operation. 

(e).  Ttlfcerculosis.  nuring  tlie  year  1027,  12  children  of  school 
age  underwent,  treatment  in  the  Outwoods  .Sanatorium  foi'  'I'ubcr- 
eulosis,  three  of  whom  suffered  from  lung  disease,  aiul  nine  from 
Xo]i-Pulmnnary  disease.  In  addition  11  children  were  tnuite-cl  in 
various  Orthoi)aedic  Institutions  for  bone  and  joint  Tuberculosis. 

t)f  the  101  notili('d  ca.ses  of  Tuberculosis  in  tie'  schools,  most  hav(* 
liad  period.s  of  treatment,  either  at  the  .Sanatorium  or  at  the  Tulx'r- 
culosis  Dispensary,  until  tlie  di.sea.se  is  arrested.  Furfhi-r  supc'r- 
vision  eontinue.s  in  the  case  of  arrested  disease  until  the  arrestment 
has  been  maintained  for  three  years.  The  Tuberouh^sis  Dispensarv 
is  further  made  use  r»f  to  aid  in  the  treatment  of  ” delicate  " 
children,  and  the  usual  course  has  been  to  observe  the.se  c a.scs  for 
a period  of  three  months,  combinerl  with  tonic  medication.  If  no 
Tuberculosis  is  found,  lhe.se  ca.ses  are  I’eh-rrcd  for  sujx'rvisinn  in 
.school  and  provisiunally  considered  non-luberculous. 

During  1027,  07  sucli  “ dt  licate  ” children  attended  fhe  Dis- 
jjensary  for  tn'alment  and  observation,  40  of  these  ehihlren  gained 
more  than  2 lbs.  in  weight.  Iff  others  made  smaller  ima-eascs,  ff 
remained  stationary,  and  the  remainder  difl  not  attmid  contuiuously. 


{d).  Skin  Disease.  Such  cases  wcri'  for  the  most  i^ail  treated  at 
the  School  Clinic.  All  eases  of  Mingworm  were  inspected  b}’  the 
.Medical  Ollieer,  and  the  diagnosi.s  was  verified  \^ith  the  aid  of 
microseojn-  in  the  ca.se  cd'  distaise  of  the  scailp.  Five  ca.scs  of 
Ringworm  of  the  seal])  were,  submitted  for  X-ray  epilation  with 
curative  results. 

(e).  External  Eye  Disease.  Cases  of  Pim])le  inflammation  of 
the  conjunctiva  oi'  c\e!ids  wej'c  treated  at  the  School  Clinic.  'I'he 
more  sj-rious  inflammatory  and  ulcerative  disorders  of  the  cornea 
were  referred  to  the  General  Infirmary  to  be  .seen  by  the  (Ophthal- 
mologist. There  were  no  cases  of  serious  impairment  of  vision 
n-sulting  fi’om  thc.se  (.lefects. 

(/).  Defects  of  VioiOII.  Defective  vision  is  treated  by  a special 
clinic  held  on  Fridays  both  in  the  forenoon  and  in  part  of  the 
afternoon,  and  also  on  .sevcra.l  miseellaneons  days  fixed  by  the 
Ofedical  Officer  from  time  to  time.  Xo  charge  is  made  for  the 
ti'(-atinent,  and  if  a ])re,sciiption  for  glasses  be  given,  the.se  can 
be  obtained  at  a low  [)rice.  under  a contract  bct\\(-en  a local  optician 
and  the  education  Committi*e.  In  necessitous  eases,  there  is  a 
fmid  through  which  the  Fflucation  Committee  relieves  the  parents 
of  this  expense.  This  fund  was  made  use  of  for  19  cases  in  1927. 

Continual  re-inspeetioii  is  madi*  of  children  hw  whom  glasses 
ari‘  eonsidcred  to  be  neee.ssai'v,  and  strong  pres.sure  brought  to  bear 
to  ohtaiii  the  glasses,  and  also  to  get  them  worn.  The  Inspector 
of  the  Xational  Society  for  the  Pn' vciilir)n  of  Cruelty  to  Children 
has  aid<'d  where  rejjreseiitations  were  made  to  him,  and  in  every 
instance  has  been  siuaiessfnl  without  resoitiug  to  legal  oonipulsion. 

Teachers  can  be  of  great  service  in  insisting  on  their  puj'ils 
wearing  glas.scs,  and  through  this  medium,  in  most  eases,  tlu-.se 
neees.'-'iiie.s  for  the  ])i'es(>r\alion  of  vision  are  in  constant  use.  in 
verv  slight- (lef(>ets  ii<  is  still  made  of  oilers  of  treatm.ent  with 
about  oO  ))er  cent  of  response. 
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In  Iasi  year’s  attention  was  direeted  to  tli(‘  ixMcentage  of 

ehildren  who  wore  glasses  after  leaving  school. 

It  will  have  been  noted  that  in  one  class  of  defect  (.Myojda),  d(l 
|(ei'  cent  of  the  ehildren  eontinned  to  wear  glasses. 

It  seems,  therefore,  ap[)ro])riate  that  most  of  our  attention  sliould 
he  devoted  to  t he  class  of  child  w ho  linds  glasses  indisponsal>l('  to 
him  in  the  struggle  for  e.xistence.  .Myopia  or  ” shortsight  ” is  a 
di'fect  w hieh  is  first  noticed  as  anile  about  the  age  of  10,  aiul  w'hich 
with  continual  ii.se  of  the  eyes  for  elo.se  work,  tends  to  rapidly 
ih'teriorate,  so  that,  if  nnchecked,.  permanent  grave  injury  and  oven 
blindness  can  result  in  the  severer  cases.  • 

During  this  year,  preventive  measures  have  l.ieen  initiated  as 
follows  : — 

1.  t)n  the  discovci'v  of  slight  myopia,  the  parents  an'  inter- 
viewed by  the  School  .Medical  OlHccr  and  the  nature  of  tlii'  dcfi'ct 
explained  together  with  the  recpiest  that  only  school  rearling 
should  be  doni',  until  the  ]X‘riod  of  adolescence  is  over. 

2.  I’he  myopia  e.a.ses  are  n'-insjiected  every  3 months,  with  a 
\ iew  to  deciding  w hether  it  is  rajiidly  ])rogressive  or  not. 

.‘j.  In  the  ra])idly  progn^ssive  myojiia.  rlie  so  called  malignant 
mvojha,  a standard  has  been  set  of  -oD  error  of  refraction,  and 
ehildren  below  this  standard  are  considered  to  be  specially 
defective. 

During  1027,  iirovision  Avas  made  by  the  School  .Medical  Ollicer 
for  the  special  treatment  of  the.se  children  in  ordinary  schools. 
Instructions  wen^  issued  to  parents  and  teachers  warning  them 
of  the  nature,  of  the  defect,  and  detailing  the  preventive  step.s, 
which  include  the  use  of  special  large  printed  text  books,  and  the.  use 
of  blackboards  and  chalk  for  limited  periods  only,  the  remainder 
of  the  education  being  viva  voce. 
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(y).  Ear  Disease.  Work  has  l)a'n  continued  at  tlie  special 
session  of  tlie  School  Clinic  ■which  is  devoted  to  the  examination 
and  treatment  of  aural  defects,  and  is  lield  once  a -^^cek.  Daily 
treatment  was  also  performed  hy  the  staff  in  numerous  cases,  ■when 
such  was  thought  te)  be  necessary,  'i'he  iMedieal  Officer  has  also 
instructed  jiarents  in  the  ineurabk^  ca.ses  of  ear  disease  as  to  the 
toilet  of  the  ear — a subject  ef  which  they  are  usually  profoundly 
ignorant.  121  cases  of  ear  (lisea.se  attended  this  clinic  and  104 
cases  were  treated.  Tlie  table  below  gives  the  summary  of  results. 

(1).  Minor  ailments  (all  cured).

In  Otitis  .Media,  tlu'  methods  of  treatment  used  were  r-arious 
and  ranged  the  gamut  from  instillations  of  a eleansing  or  antiseptic 
nature  coujfied  with  the  nua-hanicjd  removal  of  the  di.scharge.  to  Zinc 
Ionisation.  Several  eases  w eic  • j eh  rred  for  removal  of  atlenoids 
thought  to  be  contributory.  'I'he  results  of  treatment  In'  Zinc 
Ionisation  in  the  following  table  are  disa])]H)iating  in  their  ultimate 
lesults.  Only  chronii-  ea.ses  of  old  standing  however,  wore  so 
treatful.  In  future  nio.  t attention  will  lie  paid  to  the  diseasi*  in  its 
acute  pha.se  when  it  seems  so  much  more  easily  curable.

(li).  DentuI  Defects.  l.()4t>  children  were  treatetl  at  tlie  Clinic 
for  ilcnlal  defects  during  1027.  the  total  attondance.s  being  2,0.20. 
IX'tail??  of  treatnu'iit  are  given  in  Table  4,  Group  4,  at  the  curl  of 
the  report. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  oo-'i  per  cent  of  tho.se  found  to  reipiire 
treatment  were  actually  treated  at  the  Clinic. 

(/).  Crippling  Defects  and  Crlhopasdics.  Siiocial  consideration 
was  giv(Mi  during  the  year  to  the  treatment  of  erip])ling  defects 
and  a scheme  w ws  ju'epared  for  the  special  treatmtmt  of  eri))[>le 
<4iildren  by  meajis  of  an  ('lithopasdic  Clinic  and  the  tr(‘alment 
at  Grthopanlic  Ifospitals  where  necessary.  The  scheme  was  not 
(piite  complete,  and  had  n<it  received  olHeial  apjiroval  at  tla*  c lose 
of  the  year. 

Sooner  or  later,  the  fjoeal  education  Committee'  will  retpiire  to 
consider  the  question  of  a Special  Classes  School,  comprising 
provision  for  Open  Air  Mdueation  Classes  for  ei  ipplcd,  myopic,  and 
feeble  minded  childn'ii.  The  treatment  of  such  oase.s  is  gn-atly 
retarded  by  their  being  dealt  with  in  an  ordinary  class.  t)pen  ..\ir 
education  would  be  the  mo.st  suitable  treatment  for  the  delicate 
child. 

Further,  the  presence  of  feeble  minded  children  in  ordinary 
classes  does  no  good  to  the  other  children,  and  the  feeble  minded 
child  gets  none  of  the  sjjccial  cdueation  which  would  stand  him  in 
good  .stead  later  on  in  life  when  he  attempts  the  battle  of  life 
handicapped  by  his  defect,  and  in  competition  against  people  of 
normal  ment.ality. 
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!).  Open  Air  Education.  Xo  opcMi-air  schools  or  classrooms 
have  yet  Ijccii  [irovideH.  hut  playground  classes  and  scliool  journeys 
have  been  held  as  descrilic<l  iii  jirevious  reports. 

10.  Piiysical  Training^.  Pherc'  is  no  ai’ea  organi.sei"  nf  physical 
tnuning,  and  this  work  is  ])rac1ieall\  all  carried  on  by  the  iivlividual 
members  of  the  teaching  stall'.  nu)st  of  whom  are  enthusiasts  for 
tlie  f)hysieal  eulture  of  their  class. 

Large  n'crealictn  grounds  are  available  in  Burton  and  organised 
games  are  indulged  in  b\'  the  children  from  each  school  once  a week 
if  the  weather  jjermits.  Ko(»tl)all,  Association  and  Rugby,  is  played 
by  all  the  schools,  and  the  (X)jnpetitive  element  further  sustains 
interest  on  the  part  of  the  scholars,  there  being  two  shields  for  tliose 
who  follow  the  Association  code,  and  one  for  those  who  follow'  the 
Rugby  code.  Cricket  is  ])laved  in  school  recreation  periods  in  the 
appropriate  season,  and  there  is  an  athletic  festival  annually. 
In  1927,  the  entries  for  the'  various  athletic  events,  a})proximated 
to  1,000. 

fn  sw'imming,  the  L(»cal  ■Lrlueation  Committc  c fosters  interest 
by  pi’oviding  instruction  in  swimming,  after  school  hour.s.  Four 
teachers  are  engaged  for  this  juirpo.se.  A llxed  cpiota  goes  from 
ceieh  school  weekly  foi’  instruetion.  Prizes  arc  given  to  those 
who  learn  to  swim  21  _\ai'ds.  and  five  eompctiti^■e  shields  are  given 
to  tho.se  schools  w.hioh  suiiidy  the  highest  jK-rcentage  f)f  sueec'ssful 
beginners,  and  for  team  races,  and  for  girls’  ■championsl.dii.  In 
1927,  207  children  pa.ssed  the  te.st  of  swimming  21  yards,  and 
altogether  22,192  attendane(-s  were  made  b\  elementary  school 
children  at  the  Baths. 

In  Guild  Street  Central  Si-hools  for  bo3S  and  girls,  intcre.st  in 
swimming  is  even  mon'  sustained.  Faeh  runs  its  own  gala  and  the 
l)o\s’  school  annuallx'  obtains  about  2.5  awards  of  the  Ruval  Life 
Saving  Societv.

will  show.  .Such  'attendance  is  highest  in  the  haitrant  Class,  aJid 
falls  olf  gradually  in  the  Lc*aver  Class.  I’lie  ex]jlanation  of  this 
would  seem  to  he  that  most  parents  do  not  understand  the  reas(ui 
of  their  i)re.seiue  at  these  examinations,  and  attend  chielly  in  order 
to  look  after  their  ehildren  during  the  ordeal  of  examination,  the 
older  children  being  considered  able  to  look  after  tliemsclves. 

Wherever  }H)ssible,  the.  31edical  Otlicer  has  been  at  great  pains 
to  explain  the  nature  of  a defect,  and  its  possible  c.onse({uenees  if 
left  untreati'd.

14.  Co-oporation  of  Teachers.  Throughoiit  the  Borough,  the 
teaching  staff  continue  to  take  a great  mterest  in  the  medical 
inspection,  afid  frecpiently  show  children  for  the  opinion  of  the  School 
Medical  Officer  a.s  to  their  stat<'  of  health.  Nearly  all  tlie  mentally 
defective  children  arc  discovered  in  this  way,  as  uell  as  many  of 
the  defects  of  the.  .s|x‘cial  senses. 

During  1U27,  the  co-o]X;ration  of  teachers  has  been  ispeciall}- 
.sought  in  the  treatment  of  myopic  schoolchildren,  and  1 have  to 
thank  th(‘m  for  their  aetivil.ies  in  this  direction.  With  regard  to 
various  epidemic  outbreaks,  the  teaching  staff  has  Ixam  particularly 
willing  to  tak(‘  all  steps  ncce.ssary  for  the  prevention  of  spread 
of  infection.

The  method.s 
of  asetudaining  these  ehildron  ha\e  I'esidted  in  the  registers  being 
kept  u])  to  dat(‘.  .An  advance  in  the  treatment  of  .severely  .Myopic 
children  has  been  eidered  into  this  year  as  shown  oh  ]»age  7S  of 
the  School  .Medical  Oilicer's  rejjort,  although  this  aiTangoment 
falls  slioi't  of  the  ideal — a sjiecial  myope  class. 

Twenty-live  children  were  examiTual  for  mental  deficiencj’,  and 
eight  of  these  were  entered  on  the  register  of  mentally  defective 
children.’  There  an*  now  5S  names  on  tins  register,  of  whom  51 
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iUU'nd  dll'  (irclinarv  classos  in  tlio  (‘lonnnitary  schools.  Xo  mentally 
ilofcotivc  ohildrcii  were  notified  to  the  Local  Authority  during  lh(‘ 
yi'ar. 

Two  fresh  names  were  added  to  the  register  of  I'/pileptic  chihlren, 
so  (hat  there  are  now  2S  children  of  school  ag(^  sull'ci'ing  from  (his 
complaint.  Fortunatel\'  25  of  these  are  able  to  attend  school 
continuously,  their  complaint  not  being  severe. 

21.  Employment  of  School  Children,  rermission  for  the  em- 
ployment of  children  of  school-age  is  granted  only  after  examination 
and  certification  by  the  School  i\Iedieal  Officer.
